Riding on a northeast gale that 
reached a velocity of fifty-four miles 
an hour and caused damage to ship- 
ping all’ along the North. Atlantic 
Coast, the first severe cold wave of 
the season spread over New York 
and other parts of the East yester- 
day. Temperatures. dropped to. 20 
degrees in the suburbs and to 24 in 
Manhattan and just before noon.a 
sleet storm developed and continued 
until late-into the night. Snow shov- 
elers were called out in New York 
City, Philadelphia and elsewhere 
where the blanket of white was deep 
enough to interfere with*traffic. 

One death was attributed ‘to the 
storm in New York City. 

Blinded by the storm,*so that: he 
did not see an approaching Rapid 
Transit Railroad train at the Pleas- 
ant Point crossing, Stephen: Tozer, 
60 years, a retired merchant’ of 121 
Weir Avenue, Pleasant Plains,.S. I., 
was struck and killed. 

Many Apply for Aid. 

Five hundred and fifty men,.eight 
women and two children had strayed 
into the Municipal Lodging Hane, 
432 East Twenty-fifth Street, up ‘to 
11 o’clock last night. Théy” came 
seéking coffee and a place to sleep 
out.of the snow, and some of them 
brought with them sprains and con- 
tusions resulting from falls on icy 
pavements. 

The great number to seek. shelter 
provided by the city last night was 
said to be almost triple that of ordi- 
nary nights.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 4,—Coast 
guards of North Carolina in the 
vicinity of Cape: Hatteras snatched 
forty-eight men from almost certain 
déath today ’as the steamers Cibao, 
a Norwegian, and the’ steamer Para- 
guay, a Greek tanker, were dashing 
themselves to pieces on the treacher- 
os sands of what is known as “‘the 
gtaveyard of the Atlantic.” 
the Cibao twenty-four men 
were rescued as the ship, a fruiter, 
out of Jamaica bound for Bal- 
timore, was caught by the terrific 
waves kicked up by a seventy-mile 
gale and was driven into:shioal water 
off Hatteras.

WILL URGE CONGRESS 
TO INVESTIGATE SOUTH 


Tinkham Assails Disfranchisement 
of Negroes in Step to 1930 
Reapportionment.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—A Con- 
gressional ‘investigation of alleged 
disfranchisement of, negroes, in vio- 
lation of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
will be pePpoeey in the House to- 
morrow by Representative Tinkham, 
Republican, Massachusetts. 

The investigation will be recom- 
mended, Mr. Tinkham said tonight, 
‘fas a preliminary step to the census 
to be taken in 1930 and to make the 
subsequent reapportionment of Rep- 
resentatives among the several States 
equal, and the Government of the 
United States honest and constitu- 
tional.’’ 

He charged that the failure of Con- 
gress to reapportion représentation 
since the 1910 census was due to a 
coalition of House leaders with repre- 
sentatives from the South. Mr. Tink- 
ham said in part: 

“The Fourteenth Amendment is 
mandatory and provides that Con- 

ress shall reduce the number of 
Representatives of any State in ac- 
cordance with the disfranchisement 
which may exist in that State. This 
amendment recognized the right of 
the States to prescribe their own 
election laws so long as they were

in conformity with the Constitution, 
but fixed as the — of any dis- 
franchisement of the.negro the re- 
duction of representation. 

“As the negro population. is. more 
than one-third of the population. of 
these States, each white person has 
at least one-third more political 
power than each white person in the 
other States. 

“Negro disffranchisement is more 
of a fraud upon the whole country 
than upon the negro. By his dis- 
franchisement and the nullification 
of the Constitution, the great North- 
ern and Western States with their 
immense centres of population are

“Shall people of the Southern 
States be whole persons politically 
and those of other States only two- 
thirds or half persons politically?

Anti-Lowden Insargent Fears Mc-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.— Charg- 
ing that influences were at- work jto 
defeat adequate farm legislation at 
the session of Congress opening to- 
morrow, Senator Nye, Republican, 
of North Dakota and member of the 
insurgent bloc, tonight called upon 
his followers to force early adoption 
of the McNary-Haugen bill, and if 
this is vetoed by President Coolidge, 
to adopt even more drastic legisla- 
tion.

Senator Nye said’ that there are 
those who are considered friends of 
agriculture who are ‘‘planning to 
make farm relief in this session of 
Congress a mere political footbail in 
the interests of certain 1928 .Presi- 
dential candidates.’’ Efforts to win 
penetniee worth while for agricul- 
ture in the way of legislation, he 
added, were lost to sight by those. 
who so plan, and he warned that 
they ‘‘certainly can never have the 
backing of the farm people in such a 
program.” 

The Senator has joined the ingur- 
gent group which opposes the nom- 
ination of former Governor Lowden 
of Illinois as the favorite of the 
farmers, but he did not specify 
whether his shafts were aimed at 
Lowden or some one else. 

“IT presume this is good politics, 
though I doubt it,’’ he said. ‘Those 
who assume that the farmer should 
be satisfied with a meaningless legis- 
lative program insult the intelligence 
of an aroused agricultural people. 

‘The plan to delay action is not in 
keeping with fairness to the farm 
cause, and with honest effort to help 
agriculture. Early reports from com- 
mittees and early votes must be 
sought.”*

Pilsudski’s Appearance Awaited. 


Seldom has the League Council had 
a longer or more important agenda 
than that prepared for the forty- 
eighth session beginning tomorrow. 
The expectations are that, instead of 
finishing its labors within a week, as 


is customary, the League’s ‘‘Board 
of Directors’’ will be here. until. the 
middle of the month. 

A colorful feature is promised on 
the program in the visit of Marshal 
Pilsudski to discuss the differences 
between Poland and Lithuania. Much 
curiosity is attached to his appear- 


ance. 

Pilsudski’s brusque manner when 
dealing with his own Parliament is 
causing speculation as how he in- 
tends to conduct himself before 
dignifield statesmen who sit at the 
horseshoe-shaped table in the League 
“‘Aquarium.’’

But Hungary is still in- 
transigeant, inasmuch as it has been 
aided by a strong campaign waged 
in a portion of the British press, a 
matter which has become particular- 
ly embarrassing to Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. 

Discussion of the proposed new 
Greek loan is also likely to cause 
lively remarks, from the French del- 
egates, owing to the recent dispute 
waged by Premier Poincaré on the 
subject of what Greece already owes. 

The reports of the white slave and 
opium commissions also are likely 
to provide subjects for the Council 
to debate, especially the former, 
which has caused a division in the 
commission, with several members 
refusing to sign. In addition, action 
will be taken on resolutions passed 
by the last Assembly, especially that 
concerning methods to enable the 
Council to take decisions to enforce 
the obligations of the Covenant. 

The Council will also receive the 
report of the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission, which was sitting 
in the past. week, and pass upon its 
plans for furthering the disarma- 
ment projects during the coming 


year. 
However, despite the importance

Soviet propaganda is record- 
ed to be making such strides among 
the poor of Afghanistan, as well as 
in the Afghan Army, that the wild 
tribemen’s new war and hostility to 
Britain is causing anxiety to the 
military guarding the northwestern 
frontier of India.

»3,000 men, his full snow shoveling 
force, and kept the men at work all 
Bight clearing the main thorough- 
fares. All available extra trucks 
were in use. Snow sweepers and

B. M. T. system. Sleet was cleared 
from cuts and switches of the Sea 
Beach and Brighton Beach lines.

The proposal for complete disarma- 
ment madg Jast week by the Russian 
delegation ‘to the Geneva) conference 
was “nothing less than a piece of 
hypocritical propaganda for the’ pur- 
pose of causing still more confusion 

among ,the nations, instead, of, ad- 
vancing the cause of péace,’’ accord- 
ing to Herman Bernstein, author and 
publicist, in..an address. .yesterday 
afternoon to the -Student’ Forum at 
Temple Emanu-El, Fifth Avenue and 
Seveaty-sixth: Street! 

Mr. Bernstein discussed Fascismo, 
Bolshevism and anti-Semitism, which 
he ‘called’ the “*‘three “ diseases -of 
medern society.’’ . 

‘(“Thé icholée of Litvinoff:as spokes- 
man for Soviet Russia at the confer- 
ence was most unfortunate and un- 
wisé,’’ “He” Said,. “for Litvinoff is 
known as one ‘of the most bigoted 


mats. He made a grand stand play, 
saying that Soviet Russta was ready 
to disarm immediately. The grim 
irony of this demand is revealed in 
all its nakedness when it is recalled 
that the Soviets have thus far ruled 
and maintained themselves solely by 
armed force and by the suppression 
of freedom of speech and the press.”’ 

Fascism has played the same game 
as Bolshevism, according to Mr. 
Bernstein. 

‘‘Mussolini capitalized the Bolshe- 
vist scare and then stole its thunder,”’ 
he said. ‘‘He imitated Bolshevist 
ways and methods and became the 
Dictator, not of the proletariat, but 
of all classes in Italy. In all my 
travels for many years I have never 
visited a country where the people 
were so afraid to express their criti- 
cism of any subject having the 
slightest bearing on the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Unless Fascism is checked it will 
engage Europe in another war, he 
warned. 

‘‘Mussolini despises international- 
ism above everything, and has noth- 
ing but contempt for democracy,’’ he 
he continued. ‘‘His dictatorship is a 
personal one for which the other na- 
tions will suffer some day. Fascism 
unchecked may lead Europe to a new 




















catastrophe and pave the way for a 
social revolution. 

Anti-Semitism is declining, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bernstein. Rumania is 
the greatest offender against the 
Jewish ‘people, he continued. 

“The masses are really not anti- 
Semitic,’’ he asserted. ‘‘The feeling 
was artificially engendered by a 
small group and encouraged by cer- 
tain members of the Government.”’

ELECTED PERSONS. 

A corps of Washington physi- 
cians, under expert guidance, has 
undertaken an anthropological sur- 
vey of members of Congress. It 
would be easy to suggest that among 
the contemplated psychological tests 
should be one to determine the 
reaction time of a Congressman 
to a telegram from the Anti-Sa- 
loon League. . Muscular coordination 
might be measured by the carrying- 
water-on-both-shoulders test. Asso- 
ciation of ideas might be studied 
by tracing the logical connection be- 
tween national destiny and a new 
postoffice at.Quahaug Centre. But 
this would be: succumbing to the 
traditional mode of thinking and 
speaking about Congressmen. It is 
the merit.of the new enterprise that 
it does what so many people find it 
hard to do—it takes Congressmen 
seriously. There will be thorough 
Physical examinations, skull”’meas- 
urements and inquiry into. family 
histories. The “ psychology ” will be 
confined to birth, education, profes- 
sional training. 

The purpose of the inquiry 
reaches beyond the chosen 435 on 
Capitol Hill to the nation of 115,- 
000,000 people whom they are 
supposed to represent. The basic 
assumption is that the 435, plus the 
96, do represent.

We ought to know just 
how many crimes are reported to the 
police each year.

We: should have knowledge how 
Many cases are thrown out by 
Magistrates, by Grand Juries and 
by public prosecutors, as also how 
many persons are tried and con- 
victed and what happens to those 
who are. .convyicted.

22,500 GOT JAIL SENTENCES 


Convictions by States Are Shown 
for the Years 1926 and 
1927." 


WASHINGTON, Dec. :4.—The rec- 
ords of the’ division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice having to do with 
the legal questions involved in’ the 
enforcement in the Federal courts of 
the national prohibition law show 
that in the fiscal year which closed 
June 30, 1927, there were 13,617 per- 
sons sentenced to jail or prison under 
that law for:'an average of 139 days 
in each case. 

There were also recorded payments 
of substantial fines by many of these 
persons. For criminal acts commit- 
ted in violation of this law 26,778, per- 
sons were fined during the year, the 
average fine being $213. There were 
enforced: 3,413 permanent ‘injunctions 
representing the closing of property 
bo) mE: We 0-3 w (ole Mo) mm A be eT) from three 
months to a year. 

Since the enactment of the prohi- 
bition law. fines aggregating more 
than $42,000,000 have been imposed 
upon violators and jail sentences to- 


taling more than 22,500 years. Down 
to the end of the fis year June 
30, 1927, there have been 223, 
Federal convictions under the prohi- 
bition act and 9,666 acquittals. This 
gives a record of twenty-three con- 
victions to each acquittal since the 
law went into effect, and the average 
for the past fiscal year was thirty- 
three convictions to each acquittal.

The Board of Transportation :an-

Describing the ;plan of the exca- 
vated ‘temple: as embracing a large 
court yard, behind which is an inner 
sanctuary containing two altars, with 
corridors leading to adjoining rooms 
and to a small stable for the sacri- 
ficial animal, Mr. Row continues: 

“On one wall of the inner sanctus: 
ary, which is of good size, being for- 
ty-six feet long, is a shallow stone 
basin which may have held blood. of- 
ferings for the deity. The brick altar

The Philharmonic Society. 


The concert given by the Philhar- 
monic Society, Willem Mengelberg 
conductor, yesterday afternoon in 
Carnegie Hall, opened with a rous- 
ing if somewhat heavily accented per- 
formance of Smetana’s comedy over- 


ture to the ‘‘Bartered Bride.’’ It is 
a piece, a parent: of inexhaustible 
delight, which fails, rather curiously, 
in the category of the Italian comedy 
overtures of. former days. In all 
probability these overtures influenced 
subconsciously Smetana, or perhaps 
it is merely an instance of a certain 
procedure being inevitable in certain 
artistic circumstances. However it 
may be, the racy humor and verve 
of this overture to ‘‘The Bartered 
with ever and anon the cap- 
tivating lilt of Bohemian folk-song, is 
a thing that repetition cannot cause 
to pall. And the orchestral per- 
formance was. brilliant in the ex- 
treme. 

Admirably chosen was the next 
feature of the concert, the ‘“Istar’”’ 
variations of Vincent d’Indy. These 
variations occupy a certain niche of 
their own in the works of a composer 
who has stood very much by him- 
self. They are even unique in musi- 
cal literature. D’Indy, the apostle of 
the austere in art, who disdained the 
sensuous, or at least the cheaply 
erotic, finding his inspiration in na- 
ture and his esthetic in ancient 
Assyrian: sculpture, takes as. the 
pro matic foundation of his com- 
position the Indian legend of Istar— 
that princess who descended to the 
uttermost depths of hell:to rescue 
her lover, who was stripped of one 
of her garments at each of the seven 
gates, who stood at last in the splen- 
dor of ‘her nudity in the immutable 
land whence she delivered her young 
lover, the Son of Life. The form ‘is 
that of a theme and variations, be- 
gianieg with a statement of the 

eme, continuing from the most 
complex to the most simple of’ the 
variations, until at last the Istar 
theme, minus its former ornamenta- 
tions, throbs out with pomp and 
splendor in the orchestra. 

The music is heavy with Eastern 
languor, senmsuousness, mysticism. 
The introduction is sultry, glowing, 
slant-eyed. The color scheme 
wholly d’Indy’s, derived seg Ht 
from certain French principles of in- 
strumentation,, but never reproduced 
or imitated by another composer. 
Some of the variations ‘today are 
less impréssive than others. Here is 
a trace of scholasticism, there of 
some outside ififluence.

“It has been my policy, ‘however, 
to aid in the restriction of production 
from existing leases. on the public 
domain by relieving drilling re 


quirements and permitting cessation 
of production on existing wells in all 
cases where the public interest will 
not suffer therefrom.’’ 

Explaining the general conserva- 
tion policy under which his depart- 
emp is working, the Secretary con- 

nu 

“The policy of the Interior ;Depart- 
ment with respect to the resources of 
the public domain is one-of conser- 
vation—that is, wise development 
and use of resources 2ow economi- 
cally important and preservation or 
ste et pare of resources having po- 

ntial value for the future. 

“The natural resource of the 
United States are national resources, 
and their development should pro- 
ceed as rapidly as the requirements 
of the nation demand, but waste 
should be avoided in order that fu- 
ture generations may share in na- 
tional wealth and prosperity. 


Ways of Wasting Resources. 


**Waste of resources in land devel- 
opment may occur in attempts to irri- 
gate land for which there is an in- 


sufficient water sipplv- or in break- 
ing the sod o. grazing lands unsuited 
for farming: or in the location of a 
water-power plant so that full use of 
the site is impracticable; or in plan- 
ning a mine so that parts of the 
mineral body may be left isolated 
and impracticable of commercial re- 
covery; or in methods of production 
that fail to bring to the surface a 
best: bobeelbbscMMm s)ucyeley uate) s MMe) ame: Mb est bet: We) (-) 
deposit; or in using milling methods 
that fail to recover the highest prac- 
ticable percentage of valuable min- 
eral; or in contamination of a deposit 
by care.ess operating practices so 
that it ceases to be commercially 
valuable; or in permitting the escape 
into porous strata of migratory 
minerals; or in failure to use or pre- 
serve for use the mineral substances 
brought to the surface. 

“Avoidance of these and other un- 
necessary losses and progressive de- 
velopment of reserves of natural re- 
sources are essential parts of the 
conservation program.”’ 


For Water-Power Unity. 


On the increasingly important 
question of the conservation of water 
power in the national interest, Secre- 
tary Work says that concentration 


of all the water-power activities of 
the Federal Government under a sin- 
gle head is desirable, and that this 
supervision should be vested in the 
Department of the Interior because 
of its responsibility with respect to 
a resources and the public do- 
main. 

He adds that there are about 6,000,- 
000 acres of land in power-site re- 
serves that will be required.in the 
development of some 15,000,000 con- 
tinuous horsepower, or about half 
the water-power resources of the 
United States. 

Discussing the economic waste, 
waste of life and loss in products 
that are not readily marketable in 
the coal-mining industry, he says the 
mining supervisors of the depart- 
ment are trying to keep these wastes 
at a minimum. Between 5 and 10 
a cent. of the coal supply of the 

ited States is located on public 
domain. 

*‘Leases are granted for coal lands 
and mines are opened for which no 
excuse can be found in market de- 
mands of, the present or reasonably 
near future,’’ he goes on. ‘‘Exces- 
sive competition, unreasonably cheap 

rices at the mine, and the waste 

at inevitably results from haste.in 
cheapness of product follow in due 
course.”’ 


Overproduction in Oil. 


During the discussion of oil and gas 
resources Le reverts to the vverpro- 
duction in the oil industry, saying: 

“The known oil and gas resources 
of the United States are much more 


limited in extent than the solid fuels. 
For years the maintenance of pro- 
duction has been dependent on new 
discoveries, and the areas in which 
new discoveries can be made are 
growing fewer and fewer year by 


ear.

“From November, 1926, to March, 
1927, increase in production of some 
200,000 barrels of oil per day in Okla- 
homa resulted in a decrease of more 
than $400,000 in the value ‘of. oi) pro- 
duction in that State and in’ similar 
loss to producers throughout . the 


country. 

“Nor is the producer’s loss re- 
flected in a gain to the consumer.

Reports $131,331,872 Saved. 


Secretary Work reports that his 
department: spent $27,709,408.97 less 
in the fiscal year 1927 than in the 
preceding year, making an aggre- 
gate savings in..expenditures .of 
$131,331,871.61 during the past four 
years, during which present admin- 
istrative methods have been in oper- 
ation. 

During the same four years, he 
adJs, there has been a reduction of 
2,722, or 19.11 per cent., in the —— 
ber of permanent employes. He si 
that the effort to’ serve the publi e 
in a businesslike way with the least 
possible drain on the taxpayers has 
been justified by results, and that 
the department’s ‘service continues 
to improve despite its decreased cost 
of operation. 

He reports that the Bureau of Pen- 
sions paid out $230,152,712 for pen- 
sions’ during the fiscal year 1927, 
compared with $207,844,348 during 
the preceding year. ‘The cost for

Indian Service Changes Urged.

the Government is to perform its 
full duty to the Indians. He the 
that Congress transfer some of 
responsibility for Indian welfare to 
the States.

of the work now being performed 
by.. the Federal Government,’’ he 
says.

“‘Here in the United States we are 
sufficiently anxious over this situa- 
tion so that we have checked immi- 
gration. Once we kept the doors 
wide open for every one to come in. 
Obviously, this is no longer possible. 
I have no cons¢ious racial. prejudices, 

ut I am a restrictionist in immi- 
gration. I believe that our present 
laws should be kept and adminis- 
tered with-all possible kindliness and 
courtesy, but still kept. I am a re- 
strictionist because I am not a senti- 
mentalist.’’ 

. Dr, Fosdick asserted that not only 
in the matter of population is the 
world  entirel governed by un- 
changeable natural laws but in eve 
other matter as well. Dr. Fosdic 
also applied the theory of a strictly 
law-abiding’ universe to” the matter 
of personal morals... Referring. to the 
doctrine of the new psychologists 
who say that a fuller expression of 
emotional life is desirable for the 
health of the individual, the preacher 
asserted that ‘‘the real law of life 
is not to say to any instinct,: ‘Do 
as you please,’ but to organize all 
our instincts into a purposeful per- 
sonality.’ - 

After treating with ridicule. the 
consequences of practicing the ‘‘new 
freedom,’’ Dr. Fosdick said: ; 

‘“‘Everywhere, outside the moral 
realm, people know they cannot suc- 
cessfully let themselves go or do as 
they please. Why not inside the 
moral realm? Why is the new law 
of expressionism applied only to the 
sex instinct? Why pick. on. that? 

“You have to repress instincts 

every hour of your life. The true 
psychological law of life is not to 
ive free play -to the instincts but 
© build all up into a harmonious 
personality. As a matter of. fact, 
the true instinct of sex is the 
monogamous instinct. In the psy- 
chological progress of the race the 
demand for expression as opposed 
to repression has come too late, Re- 
pression in sex is unnecessary. The 
natural expression is monogamy.” 


ASSERTS LOVE OF GOD 
IS BASIS OF ALTRUISM 


Father Burke Finds Creed of 
Hamanitarians Inadequate 


as a Religion. 


Speaking at high mass yesterday 
morning in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
the Rev. Thomas F. Burke of the 
Paulist Fathers took as his subject: 
“The Twofold Law of Christian 
Love.”* He said: 

“Two commandments of love for 
God and love for man are really 
united as one. In our woaern times, 
however, the tendency among many 
is toward their separation by the 
sacrifice of the first. The service 
of man is set up not as a conse- 


quence, but as a rival of the service 
of God. ‘Morality without religion’ 
is, in certain circles, a watchword of

“Tn the days of the positivist 
Comté, the philosopher, purely. hu- 
manitarian jn his theories, deemed it 
necessary to link his’social and ethi- 
cal teachings with religion and so 
he invented a religion for the pur- 

ose. In our own time such. a sub- 
erfuge is deemed unnecessary. The 
humanitarian of the present dis- 
cards religion altogether. God is left 
out of the reckoning. 

“The socialistic Marx, now some- 
what outworn, and his later dis- 
Gipion, the ‘Utopian’ H. G.. Wells 

th his varying and inconsistent of- 
ferings of thought; the absolute evo- 
lutionists almost innumerable; the 
indifferentists as to a future life and 
its significance; the philosophers 
who present a.purely materialistic 
view of the universe; all,of these, in 
common, limit the duty of man to 
the field of his. relations with his 
fellow-beings. 

“They are one-sided; they are in- 
complete; they lack that wholeness 
which is evident in the teachings of 
Jesus Christ upon the two-fold law 
of love. ‘Whatever grounds they 
may offer for their various conten- 
tions, this one ‘thing’ is’ clear that 
such are at variance with the words 
of Christ. ’ 

“Christian civilization at its best is 
the product of Christ.’’

DR. WISE DENOUNCES 
‘THE KING OF KINGS’ 


Predicts Bloodshed if Motion 
Picture Is Shown in Certain 
Parts of Europe. 


“The blood of Jews will be upon 
the heads of the producers of ‘The 


King of Kings’ if they attempt to 
show the picture in Eastern or Cen- 
tral Europe,’ declared Rabbi 
Stephen S. ise in his sermon yes- 
terday morning before the Free 
Synagogue at Carnegie Hall. 

“This Oberammergau of Holly- 
wood,’’ he said, ‘‘igs a vicious, defiling 
and wanton attempt to revive the 
myth of the’ Christ-killing Jew. I 
am not concerned so much with the 
effects of the picture in America— 
although if the producers of the film 
were really in earnest in alleging 
that the purpose of the presentation 
was to increase good-will between 
Jew ‘and. Christian, they would not 
allow the picture to be shown in any 
theatre—but I am gravely and fear- 
fully apprehensive of the results 
which will follow if the ‘King of 
Kings’ is presented in Galicia or 
Poland or Hungary or Rumania or 
Austria. 

‘In’ America there is too much 
common sense and decency to permit 
any demonstration of hatred against 
the Jew, but among the illiterate 
masses of Eastern Europe, hatred 
and bloodshed will follow.

The board expressed complete ig- 
norance of Meehan’s motives in an- 
nouncing his intention to. end his 
coaching career at N. Y. U., and 
stated it had received no informa- 
tion from him in regard to the “‘cir- 
cumstances which have arisen.’’ 

er a written statement the body 
said: 

“The Board of Athletic Control 
has not .received from Coach Mee- 
han any statement to the effect that 
he will not coach in the future nor 
that he desires to be. released from 
his present contract.” 

Meehan’s present contract, calling 
for $10,000 a year, expires on Dec. 
81. It is understood that he has 
been considering the terms of. a 
contract renewal for the past four 
weeks. It is unlikely, however, ac- 
cording to the board, that discontent 
with . the monetary arrangements 
precipitated his action. 4 


No Action Is Taken. 


Professor Collins intimated that 
inasmuch as he was not in receipt 
of a resignation and had not re- 
ceived any official notice from Mee- 
han, any action of the board in re- 
gard to the case would necessarily 
be without point.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The new bull 
movement in stocks in Wall Street 
has rather surprised this market, in 
view of the recent subdued tone of 
reports from the United States on 
the Autumn trade situation. The 
market, however, appears to have 
received a fillip both from statistics 
relati to past performances in 
many directions and from anticipa- 
tion of continued easy money as a 
result of the December interest dis- 
bursements.

Superintendent of ‘Insurance 
_ Suromarizes Business. for’ 
State Legislature. 


FIGURES RUN INTO BILLIONS 


Premiums for Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Total $161,186,759, for 
Auto Liability $115,338,391. 


James A. Beha, ‘State Superinten- 
‘dent of Insurance, is issuing at close 
intervals’ ‘the third and fourth vol- 
umes of his report for 1927 to the 
Legislature. The third volume em- 
braces abstracts and tables covering 
the business of casualty companies 
in 1926. In addition it carries an ap- 
pendix with the insurance laws: of 
1927, abstracts of Court of Appeals 
decisions and of reports on the ex- 
amination of companies for the year 
ended on July 1. 

The 108 stock and mutual casualty 
companies authorized in New York 
on Jan. 1 showed assets of $967,314,- 
153, a gain of $116,512.100 over the 
previous year. Net su ord was $162,- 

975, a gain of $30,8 ag capital, 
sah 369,550, a gain of $13,044, 550. 
Total income was $727,006,199, an in- 
crease for 1926 over 1925 of $76,282,- 
176, and the total of premiums was 


$663. 898,446, an. increase of $61,- 
806,076. 


Sources of Income. 


Larger premium items were work- 
men’s compensation, $161,186,759; 
auto liability, $115,338,391; fidelity 
and surety, $86,803,506; accident and 
health, $75,864,593; auto property 
damage, $51,244,798; liability other 
than auto, $48,928,974, and burglary 
and theft, $28,255,047. The Baggy oe 
ments for 1926 were $633,625,035, of 
which $290,111,565 was for losses and 
$51,184,921 for investigation and ad- 
justment of claims. 

Premiums received in New York 
State were $185,801,604; loss claims 
paid, $78,768,799. The casualty com- 
panies under view made a net gain 
from underwriting in 1926 of $4, £97, - 
oe spe @ net gain in surplus of $33,- 

The twenty-eight title and mort- 
gage companies reporting show as- 
sets of $222,142,755; liabilities, $70,- 
966,436; income, $61, 606,173, and dis- 
bursements, $39, 651,619. Six of these 
companies were organized in 1926, 

Volume’4 of Superintendent Beha’s 
report covers assessment life associa- 
tions, fraternal orders and coopera- 
tive fire companies. Seventeen as- 
sessment life associations report for 
Jan. 1, 1927, assets of $9,651,105 and 
liabilities of $7,077,862, nearly one- 
half of which are on a tabular re- 
Serve basis. There were eighty-four 
fraternal orders reporting assets of 
$533,741,009, a gain of three orders 


and of. $75, 130,198 in amount of 
assets. 


Cooperative Fire Companies. 


Cooperative fire companies, includ- 
ing advance premium, county and 
town, number 167 and show assets of 
$3,816,673, income of $4,927,304 and 
losses paid of $2,593,111. The risks in 
force were $920,482,866. 

These data, combined with fire, 
marine and old-line insurance shown 


in Volumes 1 and 2, make aggre- 
gates as follows: 

There were at the end of 1926 ac- 
tive organizations reporting to the 
New York department to the number 
of 811, with assets of more than 
$15,000,000, 9.000. liabilities of more

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 4.—Details of

SOME PRICE BASING 
IS NOTED IN STEEL 


Finished Products. of . Larger 
Companies Do Better Than 
Lines.of Other Producers. 











STRIPS AND SHEETS SOFTEN 


Wire Manufacturers Seek to Estab- 
lish New. Advanced Rates on 
Extra-Size Nails. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 4.—The finished 
steel products made chiefly by the 
large companies are doing better in 
the matter of prices than lines made 
by a.wider .range of producers, in- 
cluding in particular strips and 
sheets. 


Both strips and sheets have weak- 
ened further in the past week. The 
sheet mills now seem altogether like- 
ly to follow their usual tactics and 
cover the trade well ahead before 
putting into actual effect the price 
advances they have been talking of 
for several weeks. Contracting for 
the first quarter may be general, 
Present prices are substantially on a 
level with those of last April, which 
prevailed for only a short time and 
were commonly believed to involve a 
loss to many mills. There are nearly 
twoscore sheet producers, while the 
really large steel producers number 
only about half a dozen. Thus co- 
operation means one thing in one 
part of the steel ‘market and quite 


another thing in other directions. In 
strips, also, there is much produc- 
tion outside of the, large steel com- 
panies. 


Move by the Wire Mills. 


The wire mills have launched a 
very ambitious project, reaffirming 
their base price of $2.55 a keg on 
nails, shaded quite reguiarly by job- 
bers in the past six months, and at 
the same time have issued a new 
card of size extras on nails, dated 
Dec. 1, which would in -itself .in- 
crease the realization by approxi- 
mately 15 to 20 cents a keg, or $3 to 
$4 a ton. Smaller advances in nails 
have been attempted in the past and 
have failed. The real test will hard- 
ly come before January. The wire 
trade has suffered more than other 
finished steel lines by disproportion 
between capacity and requirements, 
for nail consumption has decreased 
in the past few years. 

Pig iron has Severed. a little ad- 
ditional weakness. alley foundry 
iron is down 25 cents and valley 
Bessemer iron is uncertain. South- 
ern iron has sold further ahead at 
$16, Birmingham, than was contem- 
plated when this reduced price was 
made. The Chicago market is easy. 
Pig iron, however, has little connec- 
tion nowadays with steel prices. 


The Price of Tin Plate. 


The season’s tin plate price has 
been set at $5.25 by the Steel Cor- 
poration tin plate subsidiary, which 
makes 45 to 50 per cent. of the total, 
but sells the bulk of it to two special 
r| customers, the American Can Com- 
pany and the Continental Can Com- 
pany, besides having a large export 
aie. For four and a half years the 

lar price had been $5.50, this 
oe ce being shaded rather deeply. at 
intervals. Tin mill black sheets are 
lower than a year ago. - Pig tin is 
lower by an amount equal to about 
20 cents a box of tin plate, but it 
does not appear that tin was the 
chief consideration of the reduction. 

In the past year independent tin 
pon capacity has increased by about 

per cent. of total tin plate capacity, 
while the Steel -Corporation’s new 
continuous mill at Gary, shortly to 
begin operations, will represent not 
less than 4 per cent. increase. Tin 
plate arotuctind is off more than 10 
per cent. this year from last year, 
but heavier consumption is expected 
next year. The Trumbull absorption 
by Republic puts the latter into the 
tin plate lists with a fair sized plant.

SHORTAGE . IS FORESEEN 


Current Conditions In the Bullding 
Supply Market Likened to the 
Year of the “Big. Snow.” 


Stop orders so far placed on pro- 
jected new public school buildings in 
this city total six, or-$3,157,769, show- 
ing that the fever the sick building 
market developed last week was cer- 
tainly not brought on by any differ- 
ences the Board of Education and 
the Board of Aldermen may have 
had, writes Allen BE.

The ‘six structures in question are 
those on. which general contractors, 
ventilating, plumbing ‘and- electric 
work contractors have put in bids 
and are awaiting.award of contracts. 
In a‘: community spending $80,000,000 
a month for new building such an 
item, though in’ itself large, can 
have no possible general effect upon 
building. or building supply prosper- 
ity. The twenty-five other school 
buildings, now under construction 
and forming the bulk of the rumored 
stop order, had not been halted on 
Friday and there was no reason for 
thinking they would be.° 

The rise in the industry’s tempera- 
ture was due, far more probably, to 
mental. gymnastics performed by 
bankers, builders; contractors and 
owners in an effort to figure out 
which way building costs were going 
to turn if the materials most strong- 
ly held advanced in price and those 
in weaker hands declined.

Ona was the Winter of the “Big 
Snow.” Snowfall that season totaled

“Contrary to opinions at have 
been expressed, there is not a great 
surplus of common brick on hand at 
the yards of the Hudson River man- 
ufacturers. 

‘The wholesale price of brick that 
has prevailed throughout the last 
several months has had the effect of 
closing down a large number of

ASSAILS FIRE RISK 
ON HART'S ISLAND 


State Correction Board Renews 
Warning of Hazards and Reports 
Plan to Raze Old Buildings. 











Special to The New York Times. - 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 5.—The fire 
hazard of the old ramshackle build- 
ings on Hart’s Island, was .brought 
out in a report of the State Commis- 
sion of ,Correction;..made public to- 
day. The buildings include the. re- 
formatory. prison , for able-bodied 
men from the penitentiary and the 
workhouse, and houses for drug ad- 
dicts, the aged, crippled and tuber- 
cular. Besides being old, the struc- 
tures are declared to be not well 
adapted for correctional purposes. 

“A special report-was made early 
in the year with reference to the 
fire hazards in the institution,’’ the 
report says. ‘The commission has 
patricularly emphasized the risk of 
human life involved in the contin- 
uance of the connected shacks, 
known as the Old Men’s Home at the 
north end of the: island. 

‘They still remain, and on the day 
of inspection eighty-eight aged men 
and cripple: were confined in these 
buildings. A pro to place a. roor 
over the remaining walls of Building 
No. 4, which was destroyed by fire, 
and fit it up as a home for the old 
men, has not been carried out. 

‘There arc a number of wooden 
buildings on the four-acre plot they 
chased by the city last year. 
are considered too great a fire risk af 
attempt to utilize or detention pur- 
poses and the plan ‘s eventually to 
raze them.”’

present industrial building is an old 
one with an ever-present fire hazard, 
but little has been done because of 
the proposal to build a new peniten- 
tiary on Riker’s Island.

The cost to the Govern- 
ment per cargo ton carried by cargo

‘“‘While the ownership of the lines 
is gradually being changed, the lines 
themselves are now _ sufficiently 
stable and permanent to command 
the respect and win the patronage 
of shippers at home and abroad. The 
American public in particular is 
learning to have faith in and to 
patronize its own shipping. This has 
been particularly noticeable during 
the past year in the case of the 
United States Lines, which have 
gained rapidly in popularity, and is 
a major reason for the fine gain 
which has been made. But it ap- 
plies algo in greater or less degree 
to almost all the: lines.’’ 

The United States Lines lost the 
services of the 5S. S. America 
through fire, but despite the absence 
of this ship, which made six round 
trips in 1926, the gross revenues of 
the lines for 1927 were $16,693,000, as 
compared to $16,032,000. in 1926. Pas 
senger revenues declined $185,000, 
but the increase in cargo revenues 
was $584,000 and in mail revenues

Lack of Fast Vessels.

GIBRALTAR STOP IS ADDED. 


Lloyd: Sabaudo. Line’s. West-Bound 
Ships Will Make Regular Calls. 


The Lloyd Sabaudo Steamship 
Company announced yesterday. that 
west-bound ships ‘of the service be- 
tween Italian ports to: New: York 
would stop in the future at Gibraltar, 
making it possible for tourists in 
Southern Spain to make a fast direct 
sailing to New York.
